satisfied personal tax judgments, 
amounting to $48,755.64, which are sleep 
ing in the records of the Circuit Court. 

There are thousands of such personal 
tax judgments on record in the Cir- 
cuit Court, running back for years and 
years. The original personal tax bills 
range from $2 upward. 

Collector Koeln, when asked what 
steps were taken by his office to col- 
lect delinquent taxes, said that suits 
for delinquent personal taxes are not 
filed until five years after the first tax 
bill is due. 

Increased $11.80 by Suit. 

When suit is filed, the tax bill is in- 
creased $11.80, which is the amount of 
court costs, and the Collector's attorney 
also is entitled to an additional fee of 
5 ‘per cent where collections are made 
on judgments. 

When a judgment is obtained, the Col- 
lector’s attorney, in cases where he be- 
lieves collections can be made, begins 
negotiations to secure satisfaction of 
the judgment. Notices, threatening an 
execution against the property, are sent 
to delinquent tax-payers. Such threats, 
Collector Koeln said, usually result in 
responsible persons sending their checks 
for the amount due, gvith court costs 
and attorney’s fee. 

But thousands of delinquent personal 
taxpayers ignore these threats of exe- 
cution. Their original tax bills are for 
mall sums, the Collector said, and 
neually there is little of value upon 
which to execute. In such cases the 
Collector’s office does not carry out its 
threat of an execution against property. 


The judgment merely is permitted to

Explanation by Collector. 

Collector Koeln advanced several rea 
sons why his office did not take out 

executions against such delinquent tax- 
payers. He said he thought the Sheriff 
had to be paid a fee amounting to 
about #0 when an execution was or- 
dered.

Judge Charges Regular Panel 


Not Mention Any Name. | 


MARIETTA, Ga., Sept. 1—The Cobb 
County grand jury assembled today t 
investigate the lynching of Leo M. 
Frank and take up its regular work. 
Judge Patterson in his charge told the 
Jurors it was their duty to attempt to 
ferret out any erime alleged to have 
been committed within the eunty -e 
lessly and without hope of reward. 
The Judge took occasion to defend Cobh 
County agaifist attacks upon it growing 
out of the lynching. He said in part: 

J want to gay that you are not 4 
special grand jury drawn by the Judge 
of the Blue Ridge circuit, as has been 
stated, but you are the regularly or- 
ganized grand jury of Cobb County. Not 
only in this, but in a great deal that 
has been said recently in the press, the 
facts have been deviated from and 1 
want to strongly assert that the press 
generally has done Cobb County a great 
injustice. It appears that in a great 
deal of the matter that has been pub- 
lished some newspaper correspondents 
have seemingly gotten just as far away 
from the truth as they could and the 
result has been that Cobb County has 
been made to suffer for it. 

“This county needs no ‘specially se- 
lected’ grand jury now, nor has it ever 
needed one. Men selected as grand jur- 
ors of this county have always done 
their duty. 

“Not Secret Service Men.” 

“It has been published broadcast over 
the world that a lynching has recently 
occurred in Cobb County. It is your 
duty to make a thorough and complete 
investigation of that as it is of all 
charges of crime whén brought to your 
attention. Your oaths bind you honesi- 
ly, fairly and impartiaily to make an in 
vestigation of it, but it is not your duty 
to assume the role of secret service 
men, the role of detectives. You were 
not selected in the capacity of private 
detectives, but as grand jurors of your 
county, and your work is that of grand 
jurors. And yet it is your duty to 40 
what you can to ferret out any crime 
alleged to have been committed within 
your county, to do it fairly, fearlessly 
and without hope of reward or the re- 
verse. 

Now, gentlemen, you may take your 
time in the consideration and investign- 
tion of this case and other matters that 
are before you and the Court shail 
await you. 

“Before you retire, I wart to caution 
you that your oaths require you to keep 
your counsel and that of your State 
secret; you are not to discuss on the 
outside anything that is done withiu 
your room.

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Sept. 1.—Dr. C. 
Franklin Mohr. died today in the Rhode 
Island Hospital from injuries received 
last night when he was shot while rid- 
ing in an automobile with Miss Emily 
Burger, a -domestic employed in his 
home. The woman also was wounded. 

The police have been unable to find 
any trace of the occupants of another 
automobile frem which the shots were 
fired. e 

The doctor, who maintains offices 
here and in Newport, was making his 
regular Tuesday night trip by automo- 
bile to Newport. At a dark spot in 
the* road, near West Barrington, his 
chauffeur stopped the car, complaining 
that the carburetor was not working 


properly. 


The chauffeur, George W. Healis, had 
d the hood of the car and walked 
round, to the right side, of the car 
when another automobile, which had 
been following the doctor’s car, ap- 
proached. 

From this car five revolver shots were 
fired. Four of them took effect. Dr. 
Mohr was shof in the back of the head 
and through the. back of the right shoul- 
der. Miss Burger, who jumped up at the 
first shot, was hit also in the head and 
in the shoulder. 

The doctor fell back into the car, 
Miss, Burger fell outward, toppling over 
the side. 4 

Another automobile came along. The 
occupants of this car advised the chauf- 
feur to rush the wounded back. to Prov- 
idence, to the Rhode Island Hospital. 

The police believe the attack was 
deliberately planned. Healis had been 
employed by the physician since May. 
The police are looking up his record. 

Healis declares he saw no automobile. 
He insists that all he knew was that 
several shots were fired from the back 
of the car. He said he saw the flashes. 
He is positive that he did not see or 
near any automobile either before or 
after the attack. 

Mrs. Mohr, who has not been with her 
husband since the trial of an assault 
suit brought against the doctor by a 
domestic in their home, hurried to the 
Rhode Island Hospital. , 

She broke down when informed of her 
husband’s condition. Miss Burger, she 
said, was the cause of all her domestic 
trouble. So hysterical did she become 
that the doctors at the hospital were 
obliged to serid her home. 

Miss Burger today said she and Dr. 
Mohr were on the way to Newport and 
that their automobile stopped in Bar- 
rington because of engine trouble. While 
the chauffeur was repairing the engine 
se and Dr. Mohr remained in the ton 
neuu. She said she saw another car ap- 
proaching from the rear and as it came 
alongside several shots were fired at 
Dr. Mohr and herself. Mies Burger could

Foreign Secretary Tells Why Proposals Could 
Not Be Accepted — Declares Offer of 
Neutrality Was Valueless.

LONDON, Sept. 1.—The _ British 
Foreign Office has issued a lengthy 
statement concerning the negotia- 
tions between Great Britain and Ger- 
many in 1912, compiled from the of- 
ficial records in the Foreign Office. 
The statement follows: 

“An account of the 1912 Anglo- 
German negotiations was published 
in the semi-official Norddeutsche 
Aligemeine Zeitung last month. This 
account was misleading and no doubt

„2. They will not, either of them, 
maké or prepare to make any unpro- 
voked attack upon the other or join in 
any combination or design against the 
other for the purpose of aggression or 
become a pari; to any plan of naval or 
military enterprise, alone or in combina- 
tion with any other power, directed to 
such an end, and declare themselves not 
to be bound by any such engagement. 

„. If either of the high contracting 
parties becomes entangled in war with 
one or more Powers, in which it cannot 
be said to be the aggressor, the other 
party will at least observe toward the 
Power so entangled benevolent neutral- 
ity, and will use its utmost endeavor 
for the localization of the conflict. If 
either of the high contracting parties are 
forced to go to war by obvious provo- 
cation by a third party, they bind them- 
selves to enter into an exchange of 
views concerning their attitude on such 
a conflict. 

Existing Agreements. 

“4. The duty of neutrality which arises 
out of the preceding article has no ap- 
plication in so far as it may not be 
reconciliabl® with existing agreements, 
which the high contracting parties al- 
ready have made. 

„5. The making of new agreements, 
which render it impossible for either of 
the parties to observe neutrality toward 
the other beyond what is provided by 
the preceding limitation is excluded in 
conformity with the provisions of ar- 
ticle 2. 

“6. The high contracting parties declare 
they will do all in their power to prevent 
differences and misunderstandings aris- 
ing between them and other Powers. 

“These condgions, although in appear- 
ance fair as between the parties, would 
have been grossly unfair and one-sided 
in their operation. Owing to the general 
position of the Ruropean Powers and 
treaty engagements by which they were 
bound, the result of articles 4 and 5 
would have been that while Germany, 


have remained free to support her 
friends, this country would have beer. 
forbidden to raise a finger in defense 
ef hers. 

“Germany could arrange without dif- 
ficulty that the formal inception of hos- 
tilities should rest with Austria. If 
Austria and Russia were at war, Ger- 
many would support Austria, as is. evi- 
dent by what ocourred at the end of 
July, 1914, while as soon as Russia was 
attacked by two Powers, France was 
bound to come to her assistance In 
other words the pledge of neutrality 
offered by Germany would have been 
absolutely valueless because she could 
always plead the necessity of fulfilling 
her existing obligations under the Triple 
Alliance as an excuse for departing from 
neutraity. 

Not Bound by Alliances. 

“On the other hand, no such depar- 
ture, however serious the provocation, 
would have been possible for this coun- 
try, which was bound by no alliance, 
with the exception of those of Japan 
and Portugal, while the making of 
fresh alliances was prohibited by article 
five. In a word, as appeared still more 
evident later, there was to be a guar- 
antee of absolute neutrality on one side, 


but not on the other. It was impossible 


for us to enter into a contract so ob- 
viously inequitable and the formula ac- 
cordingly was rast by Sir Edward 
Grey. 

“Count Paul Wolff-Metternich (the 
German Ambassador to Great Britain) 
upon this, pressed for counter proposals, 


“which he stated would be without preju- 


dice and not binding unless we were sat- 
isfied our wishes were met of the nava! 
question. On this tnderstanding Sir 


Count Wolff-Metternich the following 
draft formula which had been approved 
by the Cabinet: 

“England will make no unprovoked 
attack upon Germany and pursue no 
aggressive policy toward her. Ag- 
gression upon Germany is not the 
subject and forms no part of any 
treaty, understanding or combination 
to which England is now a party, 
nor will she become a party to any- 
thing that has such an object. 

Considered Inadequate. 

“Count Wolff Meternich thought this 
formula inadequate and suggested two 
alternative additional clauses: - 

England will, therefore, observe 
at least benevolent neutrality should 
war be forced upon Germany, or, 
England will therefore, as a matter 
of course, remain neutral if war is 
forced upon Germany. 

“This,”” he added, would not be 
binding unless our wishes were met 
with regard to the naval program. Sir 
Edward Grey considered that the Brit- 
ish proposals were sufficient. He ex- 
plained that if Germany desired to 
crush France, England might not be 
able to sit still, though if France Were 
aggressive or attacked Germany no

Miss Rowan says that July 26 Hud-| 
son was called upon to draft the will of 
a John Devitt, who wished to leave his 
etate to her. The estate consisted of 
$3401.12 in certificates of deposit of the 
Boatmen's Bank. 

July 31, it is charged, Devitt indorsed 
the certificates in blank to Elizabeth 
Rowan and Hudson got possession of 
them by representing to her that unless 
she gave them to him in this manner 
the Devitt will would have to be pro- 
hated, 22% per cent of. the property 
would be deducted for court costs and 
20 per cent for collateral inheritance.

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KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 1.— Within 
10 days the construction of the piers that 
will support the new Burlington bridge 


gin, according to J. H. Merrlam, the en- 
gineer in charge. It will run near to 
the present Hannibal bridge and will 
take the place of that structure. 

„Between 200 and 300 men will be em- 
ployed the greater part of the winter in 
the construction of the bridge,“ Merriam 
said today. The bridge will be a double- 
track structure. It will cost $1,500,000, 
according to present estimates. In the 
middle will be a draw span 456 feet long 
to permit the passage of steamers. The 
upper deck will be used for wagon traf- 
fic and the lower for railroad tracks. 
The southern end of the bridge will 
rest approximately where the ria, The| 
end of the Hannibal bridge now is. The | 
new structure, however, will bear to the 
west of the present bridge until the 
north end of it will be 230 feet from the 
north end of the structure now in use.“ 


First Bridge Over Missouri. 


first bridge across the Missouri River 
It was designed by Octave Chaunte, : 
celebrated engineer, and opened to the 
public July 4, 1869. That was one of the 
greatest days Kansas City ever expe- 
rienced and attracted attention even in 
the East. The whole State was aroused 
and as many as could attended the cele- 
bration. It was not known as the Han- 
nibal bridge in those days. The people 
just called it The Bridge and that was 
enough because The Bridge meant only 
one thing. Business and railroad men 
say that the Hannibal bridge made Kan- 
sas City. 
* 120-page book, written by Chanute, 
and containing 30 illustrations, was pub- 
lished at the time. In this book are ta- 
bles showing that the cost of this bridge, 
bullt of wooden beams and iron rods, 
was $1,093,177.58. Later of course the 
wooden beams were taken out and the 
steel now in the bridge substituted. Ex- 
perts say the bridge could have been 
built at a much smaller cost today, in- 
crease in the cost of materials notwith- 
standing, because the modern appli- 
ances and methods are so far in advance 
of those used at that time. 

Arrived Before Daybreak. 
On the day of the opening of the old 
bridge the people began to arrive be- 
fore daybreak. Long before time for the 
big parade, the surrounding bluffs were 
crowded. The parade was headed by 
the Lafayette Silver Cornet Band and 
every class of vehicle, all decorated, 
and an endless line of footmen dressed 
in their best followed. 4 
As the parade started to enter the 
bridge a halt was called as a highly 
decorated train was approaching from 
the northern entrance. A train ot 10 
cars,“ as the newspaper account of the 
day has it, “drawn by the magnificent 
engine, Hannibal from the Hannibal 
and St. Joe Road.“ The train was dec- 
orated with flags and flowers and two 
of the cars were of the very finest 
quality, being A. B. Pullman's cele- 
brated palace sleeping cars.“ 
After the parade and train had 
passed the draw span was swung 
around “with only four men at the 
levers” to let a gaily decorated 
steamboat pass through, which 
brought a mighty shout from the 
great crowd. 

Gen. McClernand the Orator. 
The dedication ceremonies followed. 
Gen. Warwick Hough, chief marshal 
of the day, introduced Gen. John W. 
Reid, who, acting for the Mayor, wel-

Then came a bal- 
loon ascension and a barbecue, Af ter 
some music, Judge William Douglas 
introduced Gen. John A. McClernand 
of Illinois the orator of the day. Carl 
Schurz, then Senator from Missouri, 
was called upon to speak, but declar- 
ing that he had come to see and hear 
rather than talk, he turned Gen. 
Grant's phrase, “Let us have peace,” 
into “Let us have dinner,” and every- 
body consented. 

At night there were fireworks and 
a banquet The banquet table was 
decorated with a huge cake made in 
the shape of the Hannibal bridge 
and measuring 10 feet long by 2 feet 
wide.

HE exhibitions of autumn and
